We show an interesting postcard below (compliments of Candy Waugaman), with “Rules and 
By-Laws” of the Radiator Rest No. 1, of Nome, Alaska. It is not unusual to see satirical rules 
for bars and clubs, but what makes this interesting is in the lower left corner of the card. Im¬ 
printed on the card is a “good for” token, good for 121/20 in trade at the Golden Gate Hotel. It 
was embossed with the 
corporate seal of the 
Golden Gate Hotel Co., 
perhaps to validate it. 


The printing is small, so 
get out your magnifying 
glass and look at item #4: 

“All money and property 
... must immediately be 
exchanged for bar 
checks.” 

Bar checks are also men¬ 
tioned in item #6, and in 
the last line of the para¬ 
graph beginning “The se¬ 
cret high sign..” 

Speaking of the “high 
sign” it is depicted in the 
circle next to the imprint 
of the token. 

So, the question is: Did 
the Golden Gate Hotel in 
Nome have a cardboard 
token? Was this postcard 
meant to act as a token.

No. 7. No member can resign from the REST — ‘‘Once a Member, Always 
a Life Member. ’* 

No. id. All new members must produce enough coin of the Realm to 
: :.y Bar Checks for all members present. This pays up his initiation 
and all other dues for life. 

No. 9. Sick benefits for members can be set by each separate Rest, 
but under no circumstances must It be more than f 130.00 per week. 

No. 10. It must be fully understood, that no member is allowed to 
TELL THE TRUTH, under any circumstances, and if this rule is broken, 
the offender must buy a round of drinks Tor all present. 

The seoret high sign of the Rest Is given by placing your thumb to 
the end of your nose, then*open your hand, extending four fingers, 
this Is recognized by a return salute in the same way; but should a 
brother return a salute by extending both hands out from his nose, he 
gives a sign of distress, and the first member Is expected to buy at 
once two Bar Checks. 

Branch Rests are allowed to make local rules to govern themselves, 

if the same do not conflict with any of the above. 

A copy of any rule or rules adopted by a branch REST,' must 'be 

immediately forwarded to the Grand Worthy Secretary, Nome, Alaska, 

approval by the GRAND REST.
